Slate Bases 

Panelboard Bases are made of black marine 
finished electrical tested slate 1" thick, free 
from flaws or metallic veins. 

Slate Barriers 

Slate Barriers are made of black marine 



finished electrical tested slate 



thick, 



free from flaws or metallic veins. They are 
slotted for main ar.d branch circuits. 

Main Bus Bars 

Main Bus Bars are made of best quality 
hard drawn copper of not less than 98% 
conductivity. They are furnished in polished 
finish for live front panels and in satin finish 
for dead front panels. 

Branch Bus Bars 

Branch Bus Bars are stamped from best 
quality hard drawn copper, of not less than 
98% conductivity. They are furnished in 
polished finish for live front panels and in 
satin finish for dead front panels and are of 
a minimum capacity of 30 amperes. 

Spacings 

All spacirgs cor form to the latest rules of 
The National Board of Fire Underwriters. 

Current Densities 

All main and branch bus bars are based on 
a carrying capacity of 1000 amperes per 
square inch. 

Fuse Clips and Switch Jaws 

Fuse Clips and Switch Jaws of 30 ampere 
capacity are stamped from metal having 
special spring retaining characteristics. 

Circuit Switches— Knife Type 

Knife Type Circuit Switches are of 30 
ampere capacity, with composition spool 
handles. 



Circuit Switches— Tumbler Type 

Tumbler Type Circuit Switches are of 
30 ampere, 125 volt and 20 ampere, 250 
volt capacity. They are designed with posi- 
tive acting, quick make and break mechan- 
isms. 

Main Switches— Knife Type 

Main Knife Switches are of type A, milled 
clip design. All panels that are 3-2 wire 
with fused, main knife switches are furnished 
with solid neutral straps in the mains. 

Main Switches— Brush Type 

Brush Type Main Switches have laminated 
brush contacts. They are of the toggle-lock 
type with non-retardable, quick break, double 
break action. Brushes give a wiping contact 
when closed and are fitted with a secondary, 
contact tip. All 3-2 wire panelboards calling 
for brush type switches are fitted with 2 pole 
switches, the neutral being run through solid. 

Edison Type Branch Fuse 
Receptacles 

Edison Type Branch Fuse Receptacles are 
of heavy, insulating material and are fitted 
with heavy, current carrying parts. 

Sectional Safety Plates 

Sectional Safety Plates are stamped from 
special metal. They are marine finished and 
have card holders stamped in them. Any 
sectional safety plate can be removed from the 
front of a dead front panelboard without 
removing adjacent ones. 

Adjustable Corner Irons 

Corner Irons are stamped from steel and 
finished in a baked enamel. The corner iron 
supports both the panel and barrier and 
allows for adjustment if the panelboard tub 
is not plumb in or on the wall. 

Adjustable Trim Clamps 

Trim Clamps are provided on type DD 
and NL steel fronts. They permit a wide 
range of adjustment if the panelboard tub 
is not plumb in or on the wall.

Crating and Packing 

These two important items 
can be either source of satisfac- 
tion or annoyance to a customer. 
Panelboards with their slate 
barriers and corner irons are 
assembled in one crate. This crate 

is so constructed that the carrier is compelled to handle it in an 
upright position. Due to careful and proper crating and packing, our 
breakage is practically negligible. 



Panelboard cabinets are crated 
as illustrated above. 





Panelboard Cabinet Specifications 



Panelboard cabinets of our manufacture are divided into two classes. First the type NL cabinet that is used 
mostly on live front panelboards, such as the types C E, KC and KE. Second the type DD double door cabinet 
that is used only on the dead front panelboards, such as the type TC and TE. 

Steel Boxes or Tubs 

Steel tubs are of the same design whether for flush or surface mounting and whether for type NL or DD fronts. 
They are die-cut from one piece of steel and are very carefully made. 
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Standard Knockouts 

Each tub is furnished with standard knockouts 
as indicated by the sketches adjoining. These 
Yi* KO's are spaced for %" conduit centers. 
Additional feeder conduit knockouts will be 
punched in the top and bottom centers if direc- 
tions accompany the order. Any deviation from 
these standard knockouts or if feeder conduit 
knockouts are requested after order has been 
entered in our factory will be charged for at the 
rate of $1.00 per box net. 

Type NL Steel Fronts 

Type NL, or single door, steel fronts are used chiefly on live front panels 
but can be used on dead front panels if desired although the purpose of the 
dead front panel is defeated by such practice. These fronts are made of 
heavy gauge furniture steel and are die-cut from one piece stock. Each 
front is furnished with concealed loose pin hinges and all die kerfs are 
covered with an ornamental molding that serves as a rabbet for the door to 
close against the trim. Type NL cabinet fronts have a vault handle with 
a turn catch as standard equipment. A lock can be furnished at an increase 
in list price of S2.50 each. The door to a type NL front allows complete 

access to any part of the panel- 
board that is enclosed within the 
barriers. 

Type NL steel fronts are fur- 
nished in a very fine glossy black 
enameled finish that is carefully 
applied and baked on. 
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Type DD Steel Fronts 



DD steel fronts, or door 
within a door type, are used only 
on dead front panels. They are 
made of the same material and 
in the same manner as the type 
NL fronts, except that an addi- 
tional smaller door is cut in the 
larger door. This smaller door 

allows access only to the operating handles of the branch circuit switches 
and a steel strip that telescopes over the sectional safet> plates of the panel- 
board prevents unauthorized persons from reaching current carrying parts. 
The larger door is always equipped with a lock. This door allows complete 
access to any part of the panelboard that is enclosed within the barriers. 

Type DD steel fronts are furnished in a very fine black enameled finish 
that is carefully applied and then baked on. 
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Live Front Panelboards and Cabinets 

IVE Front Panelboards are primarily designed for use in locations 

where it is not often necessary to operate the branch circuit 

switches. Where branch circuit switches on a panelboard are used 

a great deal, especially by untrained operators, we recommend 

dead front type panelboards. Live Front Panelboards are furnished with
